x'"It was difficult." says Commis-.

"If the doors arc shut against us," 
she decided, "we must hold our 
mectingsToutside the doors till they 
open again"; for the idea of rctrtat 
or passive submission, never daw tied 
upon her. A yard was hired, a 
brewer's wagon t!) pressed into ser- 
vice as a platform, and outdoor 
meetings were immediately organ- 
ized, Miss Onchterlony herself 
preaching daily in the freezing air, 
with wonderful auut-suving'reaillts.

travelling campaign in the United 
States in the interests of the Scan- 
dinavians resident there, during 
which she covered 10,000 miles, in 
nine- months; and the opening up;

Wonderful Meetings 

'T must say something finally 
about the religions sid* of the work 
which to mc seems most important 
of.alJ. This is far from being. ricg- 
kcted, for I Jiavef seen some very 
wonderful meetings, and some of the 
most .wonderful; in the most dan- 
gerous places. Each hut Holdfl 'sev- 
eral, meetings a week, I, have ?ccn 
large audiences and -I have seen 
small, but I have never* been in one 
of the mcctinga. vjIimo the ciiiiie 
tone of it was not profoundly earn- 
est and scriaus.

It Is not .uncommon to 
see several ox ,tho boys stand, up 
holdly, walk down the, aialp rvi»3 
kneel at the penitent-fontt before a 
big audience of Their "comrades, and 
I have seen a large number of these 
boya really converted, .It is no Un- 
common thing for the .soldiers to 
testify in these little informal mcet^. 
inga. I emghasizc thia fact most' 
strongly: .The Salvation, Army is 
doing a large and .splendid' rclicioua 
work anibng the boys, anil the boys 
believe in ttjc religion" ol The Sal- 
vation Army because they see its re-

The per- 
iod wa£ 10 be short becailse I want- 
ed to come back aiid help The Sal- 
vation Army in the States with their 
big financial work. 

"In June a group of us sailed from 
an Atlantic. port and. without any 
exciting experiences, arrived in 
Fraocc. My period of service at the 
front was not to be very long, so 
1 aslcd" Colonel Barker thai I be 
sent at once as near the front as pos- 
sible. I wanted to get where the 
fighting was and where my services 
would be of the most value. The 
Colonel consented and within a few 
days I was in the now famous wtne- 
eellar, of which Ensign Fred Ander- 
son, was in charge. This was a 
strange" sort of hut, but the quan- 
tity and quality of work that was 
done there was simply amazing. Our 
old wine-cellar was really the only 
sure place of refngc in a wide rad- ' 
las, and I shall never forget how 
grateful and absolutely happy tho 
boya were to tumble through the 
narrow door and sink upon" one of 
the benches or on the floor against 
the wall for a few moments of rest 
in safety! TB'ey wo old tumble into 
the cellar, and there would be cof- 
fee and sandwiches, and doughnuts 
and pie?, and music, and good cheer 
and prayers, and socnetimea 1 meet- 
ing for them. And the boys were" 
certainly wonderfully glad for our 
service;.
